result of taking poison, and t 
six years her senior, was found dead this morning, on 


Szechuen Road outside the Navy -¥Y.M.C.A. 


Mr. Hufner met his death by 
falling from a window on the 
sixth floor, and one of the first 
theories surrounding the — two 
deaths was that the couple had 
made a suicide pret, 

Friends, however, say that 
Mr, Hufner was extremely de- 
pressed over his — finuncee’s 
death, and discount the theory 
of a suicide pact. 


JUST RECENTLY ENGAGED 


Miss Thompson and Mr.: Huf- 
ner oly announced their en- 
gagyement in February ‘his 
year, 

The tragedy recalls the sui- 
cide, also by poison self-adminis- 
tered, of Miss. Thompson's elder 
sister, May Caroline, on March 
Tt fast year. 

Both = girls were prominent 
members of Shanghai's British 
society, and both were employed 
by the Foreign Y.M.C.A. 

Violet Thompson, although of 
a very retiring nature, wus 
very popular, She was private 
secretary to the Seeretary of 
the Y.M.C.A, 

Mr. Hufner graduated from 
the University of Missouri, 
where he took a course in jour- 
nalism, and lived in Peiping be- 
fore coming to Shanghai.

AMAZING DOCUMENT 
“She Was Sensitive 


And Highstrung: He 
Blunt And Slow’’ 


Shanghai, Yesterday. 

The last edition of the “Evening Post and Mercury” this 
evening features Mr, Henry Hufner's own obituary, which he 
wrote before committing suicide as a “last scoop” for his paper. 

Mr, Hufner wrote:— r 

“Henry Hufner, city editor of the Evening Post, commit- 
ted suicide carly this morning at the age of 29, less than 
fifteen hours after the death of his fiancee. 

- “Deceased took his.own life by jumping from the roof of 
the Navy Y.M.C.A., where he lived. 

» His is survived by his father, Jacob Hutner, three sisters, 
three brothers and other close relatives, all residing in New 
York. 

“It was the last request of Hufner that he be bur ied ina 
common yrave with his fiancee. 

“He died in the belicf that she loved him till the end, and 
that she would wish to be with him in death. It was not the 
wedded life he would have chosen, but if she desired death, 
it was of no great consequence. 


SOME THOUGHTLESS WORD 


“The motive of Miss Thompson's death can never be de- 
cided with certainty, but it was the belief of Mr. Wufner that 
some thoughtless.word of his may have started her brooding. 

“This, coupled with «2 rundown condition resulting from 
an abscessed tooth, was enough to cnuse temporary insanity 
which prompted suicide. 

“It is certain that she would “not have brought suffering 
on her family if in her right senses. 

“It was the regret of Mr. Hufner that his fiancee did not 
die in the knowledge that he would be with her. 

“At 23 she was still a child, with just the beginnings of a 
woman’s feelings. She was sensitive and high-strung; he blunt 
and slow to understand her nature. - 

“She ‘took her own life, he was positive, because of a 
silly childish notion with no basis in fact. 

“A man with more understanding and sensitivity would 
have understood her-moods and would have saved her from 
herself. 

“Yet they died without ever having quarrelled seriously, 
no spat ever having outlasted an evening. 


“HE WAS PERFECTLY SANE? . 


“At the request of deceased, he. was attired in the pyja- 
mas Which she had, given him shortly before déath, while her 
other gifts were placed in the coffin, as well as her picture. 

“The decision to take his own life was reached by Hufner 
after he had acen and touched the body of. his fiancee in 
hospitsil, after which no doubt remained that she had gone. 

“He was perfectly sane at the time he died. Suicide had. 
never entered his mind gcriously before. He merely desired to 
be with the oné girl he had ever loved deeply'and sincerely — 
that the union could only take place” in the grave did not 
matter. 

“During the afternoon of the Gth, Hufner cleared out. his 
desk at the Evening Post and put. things in order. The even- 
ing he spent with the family of his flancee. 

“Before 10 o'clock he returned to his room at the 
¥.M.G.A., wrote a number of letters and gave the Evening

The tenseness in Europe, Mr. 
Hirota stated,.is reflected in re- 
cent and, present negotiations be- 
tween Jtitain ‘and Italy, Britain 
and France, France and Italy and 
Germany: and Italy, 

Tho outcome of these negotia- 
tions wus “regarded with deep 
concern” by Japan, which forms 
an integral part of the Anti- 
Comintern axis. ‘ 


Mr. Hirota emphasised the na- 
tion's determination to carry on 
protracted hostilities against the 
Hankow Government, 


The Japaneso Government, he 
declared, would also strive . to 
mnoke foreign powers understand 
Japan’s real aim in China—the 
stabilisation of peace in- Fast 
Asia.—Reuter.

My Oxford group friends — in 
Hong Kong, in their gratuitous

And yet all this éruth which ix 
being and has been spoken about 
me docsn't seem to yet ot me, tv 
make me want to be different and 
to act differently.

SABOTAGE IN 
MAIL FIRES 
DISCREDITED 


The suggestion that the recent 
fires among the mails at the Gen- 
cral Post Office and aboard the 
s.s. Kwangtung were due to 
sabotage, has now been complete- 
ly discredited, 


Tn an interview with the “Sun- 
day Herald,’ Mr. KE. 1. Wynne- 
Jones, the  Postmaster-General, 
suid that, the investigations in- 
stituted had proved beyond any 
shadow of doubt that the  out- 
breaks could not have been 
caused by the ‘presence of  In- 
fernal machines. 

‘What we have discovered,” 
said Mr. Wynne-Jones, “tends to 
the conclusion that the fires at 
the Post Office occurred through 
the ignition of ‘containers of 
metallic sodium = or sodium 
peroxide. This was deduced from 
the quantities of caustic soda 
found among the debris.” 

NO RELATION 

It has algo been established 
that the outbreak in the Kwang- 
tung had no affinity with the two 
previous fires,

found which would augyest the 
presence of bombs, As no chemi- 
cals were discovered, the authori- 
ties were forced to the conclusion 
that [¢ was just an ordinary ac-.

THEM TO UNDERTAKE A SURVEY OF THEIR PROB- 
ABLE CAPITAL EXPENDITURE DURING, THE NEXT 
FIVE YEARS, AND TO SUBMIT TO HIM AND TO ‘THE 
APPROPRIATE GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS, A PRO- 
GRAMME OF CAPITAL WORKS WIICH THEY PROPOSE 


TO CARRY OUT IN THAT PERIOD. 


It is stated that, by such means, 
a rensonably long view of future 
requirements can be taken, and a 
Programme of capital works — ar- 
ranged In order of priority which 
is of special importance under pre- 
sent conditions, not merely in or- 
der ta secure the smooth progress 
of local nuthorities’ operations, but 
as a matter of national economic 
policy. 

STABILISED INDUSTRY 

By ordered planning on a basis 
which will admit of adjustment 
‘should circumstances. make it de- 
sirable, local authorities can, it 
is added, make a valuable contribu- 
tion to the stabilisation of condi- 
tions in industry over a eonsider- 
able period, 

Sir Kingsley Wood also points 
out that the adoption of such policy 
will enable authorities lo take the 
fullest advantage, in the interests 
of their ratepayers, of periods 
when industrial resourees are not 
unduly strained, and — conditions 
are, therefore, more favournble 
for the execution of necessary 
workt.—British Wireless.

It is also reported that 
the trum company are anxious to 
resume thelr services for the 
Chinese workers in the tobacco

Numerous instances could be 
quoted to show that in the Japan- 
exe-controlled districts foreigners 
xo in perpetual and well-founded 
fear of assault, which Japanese

WHAT WOULD JAPAN DO?

On the last turn of tho spin he 
came out of it, screamed cross 
the airfleld a foot from the ground, 
and shot up Ike a rocket over the 
hangars.

So {t went on, Collins sereech- 
ing down on tis and zooming ver- 
tleally to the sky, then throttling 
back and sitting. there calmly
